Toklo. Dec. 3.—The first armistice be¬ 
tween the combatant* at Port Arthur 
was declared on December 2 for the 
purpose of burying the dead. It lasted 
for a period of six hour*. 

The Port Arthur besiegers report that 
yesterday bearers of flags of truce in 
the direction of the left wing arranged 
for a partial armlntlce, to extend from 
10 o’clock In the morning to 4 in the 
afternoon for the removal of the dead 
and wounded. 

It Is the general opinion here that the 
Port Arthur fleet will attempt to make 
a sortie when the harbor becomes un¬ 
tenable or when the Russian*’ plans 
for escape mature. It I* evident that 
most of the ships are badly damaged 
and unflt for service, but some have 
fighting powder. The Russians continue 
mine-clearing operation*, manifestly 
for the purpose of preserving an av¬ 
enue of escape. 

Manchurian headquarters, reporting 
Friday night, says: 

"On Thursday at 10 o'clock In the 
evening the enemy's infantry attacked 
Machuanantzu Mountain, hut were im¬ 
mediately repulsed. 

"On Friday morning the enemy’s In¬ 
fantry and cavalry approached Hung- 
tipletatltzu. but were driven off." 

IMPORTANCE OF CAPTURE 

Of Metre Hill Overestimated. Says a 
Russian Official. 

St. Petersburg. Dec. 3.—A high officer 
or the General Staff, who is intimately 
familiar with the fortifications of Pbrt 
Arthur, insists that the importance of 
the capture of Twu-hundred-and-three 
Meter Hill has been overestimated- He 
explains that this hill, which the Rus¬ 
sians cwll Visokola. is situated west of 
the railroad, and belongs to the outer 
and not to the Inner line of defenses, 
which are composed of permanent forts 
on CSanonla Hill, or Sungshu mountain; 
Ha wit Hill, or Amas Hill, and Wood¬ 
cock Hill. The Japanese are now’ only 
able to attack the main line. Just as 
happened in the case of Dragon Hill 
after the capture of Wolf Hills. The 
Japanese took Wolf Hills July 3, but 
It was not until four months later. 
November 30. that they were able to 
reach the permanent forts on the north 
and northeast of Port Arthur. 

"How long the permanent defenses 
will hold out ufter the loss of the other 
I do not venture to predict.” continued 
the Informant of the Associated Press, 
"but It Is not unfair to compare the 
situation with wiutt occurred at Se¬ 
bastopol. The last outer defense at 
Sebastopol was carried In June, but the 
capture of the Malakoff tow’er did not 
follow tit) three months later. Sebas¬ 
topol has the advantage of never hav¬ 
ing been completely Invested, and con¬ 
tinued through the siege to receive re¬ 
enforcements and supplies. On the oth¬ 
er hand, the natural strength of the po¬ 
sitions at Sebastopol were Inferior to 
those of Port Arthur. One-hundred- 
anri-three Meter Hill Is twenty meter* 
higher than the permanent forts on 
the northern side, but It Is 2,000 meters 
distant from them, whereas the dis¬ 
tance between the Malakoff and the 
outer defenses of Sebastbpol was only 
500 meters. I believe the Japanese will 
carry the main forts by assault, and 
falling in this, they will revert to sap¬ 
ping and mining." 

THE JAPANESE BUDGET 

Formally Presented To House of Rep¬ 
resentatives At Tokio. 

| Tokio. Deo. 3.—Premier Kabura and 
Minister of Finance Sone addressed the 
• House of Representatives to-day nn the 
■wv-aelon of the formal presentaHon of 
the budget and Government measures. 
M. Kabura said he met the House with 
pleasure, congratulated the army and 
navy on their aucresseio and expressed 
sympathy with the soldiers and sailors 
who -were submitted first to intense 
heat and then to freezing cold, and who 
in spite of their difficulties and dangers, 
gallantly continued their work, strong¬ 
ly aided by the united national support 
The Premier expressed the opinion that 
the favorable condition of general af¬ 
fairs was due to the mrlon of the na¬ 
tion, and said the goal was distant, 
and that the duties upon the House 
and Government u’er* heavy. He 
hoped th*» Diet would approve the bud¬ 
get. 

The Premier's remarks were greeted 
with ehesrs.

St. Petersburg. Dec. 3.—The Supreme 
Prize Court in the appeal of the Ger¬ 
man steamer Thea. chartered by an 
English firm, which was sunk off the 
Japanese coast by the Vladivostok 
squadron, decided to-day that her ar¬ 
rest wa? unjustified, afid the Judgment 
of the Vladivostok Prize Court was set 
aside. As an appeal was not lodged re¬ 
garding her cargo, the Vladivostok 
Judgment In that respect stands The 
owner of the Thea. H. Dledrlchsen. of 
Kiel, will present a claim for damages, 
roughly figured at IlDS.oW). 

The Supreme Prize Court also upheld 
the appeal against the seizure of five 
thousand sacks of flour on board the 
Portland and Asiatic Line steamer 
Arabia, captured by the Vladivostok 
squadron July 22. and quashed the 
Vladivostok decision In the cape. 

JAPANESE FLEET 

Being Prepared To Give Russians a 
Hot Reception. 

Che Foo, Dec. 3.—Japanese prepared¬ 
ness for an encounter with the Rus¬ 
sian Second Pacific squadron was evi¬ 
denced by the officers of the French 
steamer Blnh-Thuan, which left Japan 
November 30 and arrived here to-day. 
Near Sasebo t^iey saw the Japanese 
battleship Mlkasa unscarred and evi¬ 
dently fully repaired and pilnte.1. For¬ 
ty miles south of the Sh&rtung prom¬ 
ontory officers of the Blnh-Thuan 
sighted the Japanese battleship Ashil 
similarly rehabilitated. She was 
steaming north. The repair work of 
the Japanese fleet has been progressing 
with great secrecy since August. 

The torpedo boat and torpedo-boat 
destroyer flotilla Is reported to have 
been maintained In good shape. *The 
boats are mostly at the Japanese na¬ 
val base and at Fort Dalny. 

JAPANESE BAYONETED 

By Russian Sharpshooters, Who Were 
Finally Repulsed. 

St. Petersburg. Dec. 3.—Gen. Sakha- 
roff. telegraphing yesterday reports a 
successful sally by Hharpph<\n:em 
Thursday night in the direction of the 
Japanese entrenchments southwest of 
Tungoon (Tungancn). The Russians 
first bayoneted a Japanese outpost of 
thirty men, surmounted barb-wire en¬ 
tanglements. entered the entrenchments 
and bayoneted another twenty Japan¬ 
ese. Re-enforcements com ng up at¬ 
tacked the sharpshooters with h<uid 
grenades, forcing the Russian* to re¬ 
tire. The Russians carried off five dead 
and fourteen wounded, some Japanese 
rifles and ammunition.

THE ORIGIN OF THE TROUBLE. 


Duquoin. Ill., Dec. 3.—After several 
months ‘of labor trouble at the Letter 
mines in the town of Zeigler. during 
w hich many reports of active skirmish¬ 
ing have emanated from the rival 
camps, the situation at Zelgler is pe¬ 
culiar. 

It is said by dialnaerested persons 
living near Zeigler Gut firing has been 
heard nearly every night for several 
u-eeks in the vicinity of the stockade 
surrounding Zeigler and from the 
pumphouse, eituated some distance 
from the town. 

After a thorough 'invectaigation, how¬ 
ever, Maff correspondents of St. Louis 
newspapers declare thatf. they have 
been unable to find any marks of bul¬ 
lets either on the stockade or at the 
pumphouse. • 

Reports sent out from surrounding 
towns that miners and striker* have 
bceen wounded, have proved, upon in¬ 
vestigation. to have been unfounded. 

From the latest authentic report* 
there are about itwenty-flve miners en¬ 
camped about four miles from Zeigler. 
In the town there are about eighty 
miners,eighty-five mdTsitliamen and for¬ 
ty Deputy Marshals, Including both 
State and Federal officers.

The subscribers represent all c asses, 
many of the nobility and hundreds of 
workingmen, and the amount already 
subscribed totals $6,600. 

Must Have Permission To Coal. 

Colombo. Island of peylon. Dec. 3.— 
In pursuance of Instructions from the 
Home Government at London regard¬ 
ing coaling facilities for belligerents, 
either directly or Indirectly, a notice 
ha* been issued that no vessel shall be 
supplied with coal without the permis¬ 
sion of the loca^ government.

Victim of Typhoid Fever. 

Versailles. Ky.. D>c. 3.— ]Special.I— 
Mrs Lena Wiley, thirty-seven year* 
old. th*' wife of Mr. TUford Wiley, die T 
of typhoid fever at h»r home nc ir Mil 
r.»r’s. five miles southwest of this city 
Her remains will be buried at Hebron 
church in Anderson county. 


The trouble originated after the 
shafts had been sunk in tlie mines. 
Joseph Lelter rrtore than a year ago 
acquired several thousand acres of ooal 
land, and bifore beginning active min¬ 
ing built what Juir been termed the 
"miodel itow-n of Zeigler." He brought 
more than a hundred laborera and 
miners into the town, and the work 
of rtartir.g the shafts wa« auspiciously 
begun. 

Tlhe wage agreement with the miners 
remained In force until coal velrrs were 
reached and the active work of bring¬ 
ing the product of the mine to the sur¬ 
face and shipping it into the market 
was begun. 

Mr. Letter, in keeping with the plans 
which he had adopted when he en¬ 
tered the mining field, determined to 
have only the latest and mortt improved 
mining machinery in use at the Zeigler 
mine. 

Among the mechanical adjuncts em- 
ptoyed was a steam loading device, 
which Mr. Lelter asserted was capable 
of loading a stated number of tons 
an hour. 

Representatives t of the miners’ uninn 
examined the loadlfg machine and dif¬ 
fered from Mr. Lelter regarding the 
amount of wx>rk that could be acconv- 
jdlFhed In a given period. 

As the men were to be paid by piece 
work, on the capacity of the loading 
machine is suld to have hinged all th 
trouble that hius fcHow’ed. 

• • • 

Wage Proposal Rejected. 

Mr Lelters wage proposal was re* 
Jee.ted by the union miners. After the 
expiration of the time given by the 
union for a revision of the proposed 
wage scale the union men left Zeigler 
und formed what has proved to be a 
permanent camp about four miles 
from the town. 

Immediately upon the establishment 
of the union miners’ camp reports of 
clash*** between the union men and th* 
men employed by Leiter to take tb-lr 
places began to emanate from various 
sources. Several train* carrying non- 
unionlr-ts to the mines were fired on 
from ambuscade, but there w’aa noth¬ 
ing to conned the striking miners with 
the occurrences. 

Although generally termed “strikers," 
the officers of the union authorized to 
epeuk for the men declare that they 
are not on a strike. They say that Mr, 
Letter ofi’eied a w^age scale to which 
they could not agree, and so they left 
the mines. They also deny all knowl¬ 
edge of the alleged attacks on the town 
of Zeigler, and. while admitting that 
they have attempted to persu9.de the 
miners to leave the employment of Mr. 
belter, they declare that no violence 
has been used. , 

For nearly three months absolute 
quiet reigned In the neighborhood of 
Zeigler. although It was said that the 
town was In a state of siege, and tht 
miners remained In their camp.

No Bullet Marks. 


A little more than a month ago re¬ 
newed reports -f troubl^ came from 
the vicinity of zeigler. and It was re¬ 
ported that a fight had taken place be¬ 
tween the mine guards and persons at¬ 
tacking the stockade. The detonations 
of fire arms were heard for several 
hours during the night, but It said on 
good authority that no one was in¬ 
jured, and newspaper men have failed 
to And marks of bullets. 

The announcement that Mr. Lelter 
had been Indicted by the Perry county 
grand Jury caused renewed Interest to 
be taken In the situation. The indict¬ 
ment charges Mr. Leiter with having 
feloniously taken men under armed 
guard through Perry county" and th- 
"aiding and abetting of hiring armed

Miss Frazier carried a huge bouquet 
of American Beauty roses, to which 
attached a bottle of champagne, 
and os the vessel quivered as It was 
about to take Its initial dip. Miss Fra¬ 
zier struck the prow two resounding 
blows, at the same time pronouncing 
the baptismal words in a clear voice.

Not Acceptable To Boston 
Herald Man. 


NO ADVICE FROM PRESIDENT 


AS TO HOW AND WHAT NEWS 
SHALL BE PUBLISHED. 


STILL STANDS HIS GROUND. 


Boston, Dec. 3.—The action of the 
Weather Bureau in shutting off ito local 
report to the Boston Herald. tog^Lher 
with the closing of all news avenues in 
Washington to that paper’s represen¬ 
tatives because of the publication In 
that paper of a telegram regarding the 
President's children and a live turkey 
makes readable the Boston Herald's 
correspondent's comment on the stfalr. 
In a telegram from Washington he 
says: 

"This Is not the first attention the bu¬ 
reau of the Boston Herald In Washington 
ha* recedved from the President of the 
United States. Two weeks ago the chief 
of the Herald bureau called xit the White 
House to learn why certain formnl, social 
notices were not sent to th* Herald bu¬ 
reau, as they were to the offices of oth r 
newspapers. It was explained by the rep¬ 
resentative In charge of the Herald news 
service in Washington that no special fa¬ 
vors were requested, but the reporter in 
charge of part of the daily Washington 
nows would find thetre auihor.std note* 
from the White House of great conven¬ 
ience. 

"Mr. Look explained that the President 
felt that the reporter who had been re¬ 
ceiving these notices In the posit hud made 
improper use of Information* obtained 
from the White House. Specific off*.•.*<*» 
were asked for. but were not glv n. It 
was explained to IMr. Loeb that th<? rep¬ 
resentative of t'he Boston Herald was not 
expect <i to consul* with the President of 
the United Slates as to wh*u« he shou’d 
employ to astdHt him. The secretary of 
the President was further Informed that 
while the formal news notes of th~» Whirs 
Hotlse wf.re a gnat convenience, they 
would net be arktsl for the Herald If they 
were to be accepterl with obligations, and 
they would not be received th-y 

could he used as the representative of 

the Herald saw fit. without bearing In 
mind anything excepting-the interests and 
requirements of the Boston Herald.

"A few days later the chief of the Her¬ 
ald bureau began receiving these notices 
In his own name. The fact that they did 
not come in the name of the reporter 
who had this work directly In charge was 
accepted a* an Intimation that the Pres¬ 
ident desired to cease newspaper relations 
with thl* reporter, who had offended him 
In the way described by his secretary. 
The chief of the Washington bureau of 
tlie Boston Herald did not ask for fur¬ 
ther explanation, nnd did not explain to 
h.s af^jevant. The news Involved may 
bo secured easily. The instruction* to the 
Herald correspondent did not and do not 
Include taking advice from the President 
of the United States as to the handling 
of news or as to method* of getting In¬ 
formation for publication. The Herald 
does not suffer frron the exclusion of one 
of It* reporters from the favors of the 
White House. 

"On the afternoon of November 22 one of 
the correspondents In the Washington 
office of the Boston Herald received from 
another Washington correspondent some 
information about a Wfiite House 'l*hanks- j 
giving turkey' This Information was uaed 
In a telegraphic dispatch to the Herald, 
and was printed In the morning edition of 
November 23. The source of Information 
seemed satisfactory. An investigation of 
Its truth cannot now be made t>eoau*o 
Boston Herald reporters are barred from 
th© White House Mistakes are sometime* 
made bv Herald reporters here, ns «r© I 
made by other reporters on other paper* 
here and elsewhere.

PLATT SAYS DEPEW WILL BE 
RE-ELECTED. 


ODELL HAS LITTLE TO SAY. 


Washington. Noc. 3.—"I know of only 
one reason why Gov. Odell should not 
control the Legislature and the elec¬ 
tion of a Senator to succeed Depew, 
and that Is that Odell promised posi¬ 
tively ten days before election to De¬ 
pew and me that he would not Inter¬ 
fere." 

The foregoing statement was made 
by Senator Thomas C. Platt, of New 
York, to-day to newspaper men who 
called on him at his apartments at the 
New Willard Hotel. Senator Platt was 
asked If anything new had transpired 
concerning the senatorshlp, and he re¬ 
plied that there had been nothing of 
consequence; that he was sure that 
Senator Depew would be re-elected. 
•'Everybody knows what I think about 
It." he said. When his attention was 
called to a published Interview with 
Representative Llttauer to the effect 
that Gov.

The lire spread rapidly, 
ond besides the tenement destroyed two 
frame sheds and a frame cottage at 
lt>06 Congress alley, Wldcti was also 
occupied by negroes, and badly* dam¬ 
aged the brick residence of W. T. Burch 
fit 520 Sixteenth street. The total dam¬ 
age is estimated at $5,000. 

James Mellett, a ladder man of the 
No. 1 Hook and Ladder Company, sus¬ 
tained serious Injuries In Jumping from 
a ladder In escaping from a falling 
wall. He was taken to his home, 2727 
Alford avenue. Lark Fhiilpott. of the 
No. 4 Hook and Ladder Company, ran 
u nail through his right hand, but con¬ 
tinued at work for two hours before he 
bad the injury dressed.

ITHAT ARTHUR DUNNE STARTED 
THE PIKE FIRE. 


KENTUCKIAN IS SET FREE. 


Investigation Proved That His State¬ 
ments In Most Instances 
Were Correct. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 3.—[“Special.]— 
Arthur C. Dunne, aged Lwenty-pix. 
claiming St. Charier, Hopkins county, 
Ky., as hl« home, who was arrefrted 
by two members of the Jefferson 
Guard at the World's Fair—Sergt. Re¬ 
gan and' Private Yetter-^about 12:05 
this morning, charged with retting fire 
to a Ppce concession known as "Here¬ 
after." was released this afternoon. 

Immediately after his arrest, Dunne 
was taken- to the World's Fair police 
headquarters and locked up. The Jef- 
furson Guards state that after the 
afcinm huvJ been rung for the fire in 
•'A.neleiU Rome," they were passing 
•• Hereafter" and raw a slight blaze 
near a s-taircaec In the rear of the 
Jciichen in the resMurvnt adjoining the 
concession. They hurries! to the front 
of the building and, g lining admission, 
mw a bunch of shavings and a burlap 
bag on ft re. IVurrne. they .claim, was 
sitting near by watching the fl~e burn- 
lug. They* quickly* extinguished the 
flames. Dunne* was closely questioned 
by the police ps to what he was doing 
In the building. Dunne said that he 
bad been employed at the restaurant 
Connected with "Hereafter" as *a dish¬ 
washer for sorne Hme. and that because 
fttlie reguJ&r waKctair.an was off duty, 
(Mr. Da le, manager of the concession, 
bad asked him to wAtch the building 
for the night- 

He declared he was asleep on a cot 
when the Are was discovered, and wns 
aroused from this clumbers by' th** 
guards as they rapped on the kitchen 
dror for admittance. Another story 
Dunne told is that he was trying to 
j>u:t out the fire when the guards 
Knocked on the kitchen door. 

When searched at the police station, 
Dunne had eleven women's handbags 
and a cheap hunting-case gold watch. 
He claimed he had borrowed $2 from 
a frl Tid; and purchased six of the bags 
for $1 and the remainder for* eeventy- 
flve cents. He say? he is a school 
•teacher and was reared on a farm. 

Investigation by the police Indicate! 
the truth of most of Dunne's etate- 
mentfl. 

Alexander Dickson, the waiter who, 
4l was believed, lost Ms life In the 
Pike fire, turned -up safe to-day. 

Two Japanese, V'. Muto and J. Ku- 
ir.aten, wore painfully* burned, having 
been rescu d by Lieut. Srheppe, of the 
World’s Fair police force, from the 
buildlns in which they were asle p. 


The negroes In the house did not 
make an effort to turn in an alarm 
until the fire had gained great headway. 
The first alarm was given by a man 
who ran from the scene of the fire to 
the No. 4 Engine Company at Seven¬ 
teenth and Main streets. 

When the No. 4 company arrived the 
firemen turned their whole attention 
toward saving the sick woman. The 
stream of water was sent into the 
room where she was In bed and efforts 
to fcarh her were tnade, but In each 
case the smoke drove the men back. 
No effort to save the woman had been 
made before the firemen arrived, 
though a large crowd had gathered. 

When the body was Anally taken 
from the house the arms were burned 
off. It wus turned over to the Cohoner 
and taken to an undertaking establish¬ 
ment. The* necessity of the first work 
of the firemen being turned toward 
saving the woman gave the Are addi¬ 
tional headway and two alarms were 
turned In,

HORSE KILLED . 


IN COLLISION BETWEEN WAGON 
AND SALVAGE CORPS BUGGY. 


John Niemeier. Driver of Former, 
Has Narrow Escape With 
His Life. 


John Niemeier, twenty-two yenra of 
age, had a narrow escape from death 
at 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon In the 
collision of a milk wagon, which he 
was driving, and the Salvage Corps 
buggy at Eighteenth street and Port¬ 
land avenue. The shaft of the milk 
wagon was driven into the body of the 
Salvage Corps horse and he bled to 
death on the spot. 

An alarm of Are had been sounded 
on account of a burning Aue at the 
residence of J. C. Borman, 3218 Rudd 
avenue, and Lieut. Joseph Rail man and 
Janies Kirwan, of the Salvage Corps, 
were making the run to the Are in ih 
buggy. John Niemeier wus driving htb 
milk wagon up Portland avenue, the 
horse Jogging along at a slow trot, 
when the buggy wheeled Into the ave¬ 
nue. The street light was not burning 
and it was impossible for the driver of 
the buggy to see the wagon until he 
was almost upon It. 

The two vehicles came together with 
great force. Niemeier was thrown for¬ 
ward through the vestibule of his wag¬ 
on under the hoofs of the horses. H:t 
was badly bruised and was tiken Into 
the office of Dr. J. D. Taylor, who 
found that no bones were broken. 
Neither of the men In the buggy was 
hurt, but both were badly* shaken up 
and had great difficulty In holding their 
seats. 

The Salvage, ; Corps horse, called 
"Henry*," was one of tb» best animals 
in the department. He suffered great 
pain from the injury, but, asHho extent 
of the hurt could not be known and as 
It was impossible to determine whether 
the shaft had made more than u fiesb 
wound, it was hoped that he could b* 
saved and he was not shot. The blood 
poured freely from the wound and it is 
thought that It was the loss of the 
blood that caused the death.

Judge A. E. Richards, who « *tant¬ 
ing at the bar is of the highest, was 
appointed City Attorney yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon by Maj»r Grainger, and he ac¬ 
cepted the office, to take effect on 
December 15. The appointment of 
Judge Richards was n surprise even 
to the recipient of the honor, aa he 
had no intimation that his name was 
being considered until 1 o’clock y enter- 
day afternoon, when the ‘Mayor offered 
him the place and gave many reasons 
why he should accept It. 

The announcement of the selection of 
Judge Richards was received with 
pleasure by the members of the bar In 
Louisville, and he was warmly con¬ 
gratulated by the Judges of the Circuit 
Court and many of his friends among 
the lawyers. The office pays $5,000 a 
year and is one of *the most important 
under the city administration. It re¬ 
quires a man who is an able lawyer 
and; a hard worker, and Judge Richards 
fills the requirements. The selection 
was made by the Mayor after long 
thought and study, and after he had 
considered «. number of the attorneys 
at tire local bar.

He %vas shot through the arm, but the 
wound kept him off the Held only a 
short time. A reunion of Mosby's inen 
was* held at Berryville last summer and 
Judge Richards delivered aui address 
at that time. 

At the conclusion of. the war Judge 
Richards went to the University of 
Virginia, taking -th* academic course 
and uhe law at the same time. He was 
there two year*, then he came to Louis¬ 
ville In 1S6R. where he attended the 
University of Louisville Law School for 
one year. He was admitted to ithe bar 
upon hls graduation. He began the 
practice of law at once and was suc- 
cr-?»fu! from the beginning. In 188J h • 
was chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee and resigned to be¬ 
come a candidate for Judge of the 
Superior Court. He was elected and 
served for four years. At the time of 
hls election he was a ktw partner of 
Gen. Basil Duke. After hls time as 
Judge of the Superior Court had ex¬ 
pired he declined to make the race 
again and resumed hU law practl. e In 
this city, forming a partnership with 
the firm of Richards. Welssinger & 
Baskin. Upon the death of the late 
Rozel Welssinger he entered the pres¬ 
ent Arm, which Is known os Richards 
& Ronald.

Judge Shackelford Miller yesterday 
upheld the contention of the city In 
a suit against the heirs of the estate 
of George Birch to settle the question 
of whether they are Uat»> for construc¬ 
tion of a portion of Frankfort avenue 
in Crescent Hill upon which their prop¬ 
erty fronted for a distance of 806 fret. 
The defendants claim that under n con¬ 
tract they had with the town of Cres¬ 
cent Hill, by which George Birch, the 
original owner, deeded to the town a 
fifteen-foot strip of ground, they are 
not liable for the coat of construction 
of Frankfort avenue. The city has 
claimed from the first that this contract 
is void and asks that the deed to the 
fifteen-foot atrip be set aside. In over¬ 
ruling a demutrer to the petition Judge 
Millef held the contract invalid. 

Al EUrch, one of the heirs of the Birch 
estate, was a member of the Board of 
Trustee* of Crew-ent Hill which en¬ 
tered Into the contract with George 
Birch. The agreement was made In 
March. 1900. and only a short time aft¬ 
erward George Birch died. I^atep A1 
Birch caused the deed to be put to rec¬ 
ord. Judge Miller decided that this act

Ing separation of Church and State In 
France is accomplished. This is the 
prevailing view in the highest clerical 
circle?, which have been attracted to 
the American system by the Abbe 
Klein's recent book dedicated to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, in which the advantages 
of the American system arc contrasted 
with the disadvantages of the French. 

L'Unlvers, the principal clerical or¬ 
gan. advocates the Introduction of a 
resolution In the Chamber of Deputies 
providing that the future relations of 
Church and State shall be the same as 
those existing in the United States. 

The Abbe Klein In the course of an 
interview said: 

"Separation now appearing certain, it 
will occur very soon if the present 
Cabinet remains, otherwise It will com? 
after a short delay, for separation is 
Inevitable. Therefore, we desire that 
the future regime follow that of the 
United States in making the State en¬ 
tirely neutral towards tht church. It 
is thoroughly practical to apply the 
American system to France and we will 
seek to maintain schools, college? and 
churches at our own expense and with¬ 
out Government appropriation, th * 
same as In the United States. The 
American system, therefore, represents 
the chief end we wish to attain."

Railway Company Loses. 

In overruling n demurrer of the de¬ 
fendant in the tut! of the city against 
the Louisville Railway Company to col¬ 
lect back taxes for $17,037.41 upon the 
defendant's franchise for 1893. Judg* 
Miller decided that the city possessed 
the w^|l- a general power to make such taxation 
♦ ven though the charter of 1893 provid¬ 
ing for it had not gohe into effect when 
ussigntnent wr.s made. In 1892 the Leg¬ 
islature passed « general revenue uct 
which enlarged the taxation privileges 
the city possessed In ft* charter of 1894. 
The defendant plewded that this stat¬ 
ute had no effect upon franchise taxa¬ 
tion for that year and that any assess¬ 
ment under it was invalid. Judge 
Miller, however, took the opposite view 
nf the question, ft was not until the 
city’s charter of 1893 went regularly into 
effect that the present system of taxing 
the franchise irf the Louisville Railway 
Company began.

She was ap¬ 
pointed to the office by the County 
Judge In April last, shortly after the 
killing. She became a candidate before 
the people at the November election, 
and won after a hard fight. In which 
she canvassed every precinct of the 
county.

These 
dens nf corruption and vice have ruined 
the colored element Since my connect.on 
with the grand Jury. I have observed 
that nine-tenths of the crimes committed 
originated In these Infamous dens of 
pollution, where color'd men and women 
congregate and keep up their orgies day 
and night 

The honorable License Board should in¬ 
vestigate and revoke all licenses of tluse 
disorderly and disreputable houses. The , 
police should see that no woman enters 
thewa pitfalls after dark. 

For the protection and welfare of my 
race. I immediate attention to- these 
great evils. Through legislative action 
they must be eradicated from our midst. 
Tin? penitentiaries and jails are full- to 
overflowing with the frequeuter* and pa¬ 
trons of the barrel-house. No wonder the 
tax rate is high and continually on the 
Increase. But all Is due to the nroseru- 
tion of the various crimes which had 
their origin In the nefarious barrel-house, 
the cesspool of v!ce and corruption. 

It Is but Just and proper that a repre¬

Ill and alone, and grieving over the 
death of his wife, which took place 
three weeks ago. John Grady, an aged 
laborer, was found by Steve P. Hol¬ 
combe, of the Holcombe Mission, in a 
room at 1209 Twenty-first street yester¬ 
day afternoon, almost dead from the 
lack of nourishment and the need of 
medical attention.

Mr. Holcombe was sur¬ 
prised to discover that the man repulsed 
every* advance, and although he was so 
weak he could hardly raise his head 
from his pillow, at first refused to ac¬ 
cept medical attention or go to a hos- 


; piial, seemingly preferring to die In 
the same room and the same bed in 
which his wife breathed her last three 
j weeks ago. 

Mr. Holcombe Immediately summon¬ 
ed a physician to Grady's aid and Dr. 
Oscar C*. Dllly responded to the call- 
After examining the sick man he found 
' that he was suffering from kidney trou- 
1 ble and recommended that he be sent 
‘ to a hospital. To this Mr. Grady abso¬ 
lutely refused and the physician did as 
much as possible for him tinder the 
circumstances, and materially relieved 
the old man's sufferings, although lit¬ 
tle hope is held out for his recovery. 

As far a® known Mr. Gr.idy has not 
a knowrt relative on earth and the deuth 
of his wife'evidently destroyed his ev¬ 
ery desire to live. To all the questions 
put by Mr. Holcombe and Dr. Dllly 
he replied In n short, gruff manner, 
and was not disposed to discuss his 
condition at all. 

As far as possible absolute necessities 
were supplied the man and a second 
effort to send him to a hospital will 
be made to-day.

BTJT NO FURTHER RAINFALL IS

Cold Wave With Fair Sky the Pre¬ 
diction Made By the Lo¬ 
cal Forecasters.

A N interesting fact in the foreground 
of the muslral and artistic outlook 
is that the women of America are greatly 
in the majority among the workers. 

Not only are they busier with the piano 
or the palette, not only do they constitute 
two-thirds of the exhibitors of pictures or 
sculpture and an equal proportion of the 
musician/on our concert programmes, but 
they are becoming more and more con¬ 
spicuous as promoters and managers of 
artistic attractions. They have taken 
hold of many of the choral societies of 
the country, which are now being fest¬ 
ered under the encouragement of various 
woman's clubs, and are malting up for 
any lack of business experience by their 
enthusiasm and persuasiveness In “mak¬ 
ing people go.** 

Even in the difficult and tortuous paths 
of theatrical management the Women 
have tried their hands with masculine 
competitors, and If Mrs. Osborn’s play¬ 
house In New York failed of success. 
Amelia Bingham’s enterprise has a dif¬ 
ferent history, while the theaters of the 
' shrewd Lffly Langtry and Sarah Bern¬ 
hardt have long prospered in London and 
Paris under the d.rect business supervis¬ 
ion of their proprietors. 

• • • 

Here In Louisville the Woman's Club 
has brought most of the lecturers and 
practically all of the paintings, while 
another organization of women, the Mu¬ 
sical Art 8oclety. is doing an Increasing¬ 
ly active work in supplying the city with 
musical attractions.

, cociaLc membership has Increased al¬ 
ready from alx^ut eighty to more than 
170.

The old 
hag, drunk and pleading to her daughter 
for money to buy' more drink, lies and 
steals, and the girl’s last rock of hope 
crumbles under her feet.

Incredulous at first, assuming it to 
be a studied naturalness, you observe 
more keenly, only to discover a nutu-re of 
absolute simplicity, instinct with that 
truth, and freedom which follows truth, 
that underlies all genius. It is the secret 
of her charm as a woman and her suc¬ 
cess in the difficult art of the Ftage. for 
It fills with satisfying s'gnlfteaYiw every 
word she utters. Earnestness, concentra¬ 
tion and a prodigious capacity for work 
are her other features. 

Miss Anglin considers Duse incompar¬ 
ably the best actress now before the pub¬ 
lic, because she la the simplest in her 
method. A discussion of her new play— 
which deals in a whimsical way with the 
question of woman's rights—led not long 
ago to a query of her opinion on the suf¬ 
frage question, which resulted in the 
characteristic reply. “In equality, yes— 
the equality that a wife and mother al¬ 
ready rlohly enjoy, but not in usurptlon 
by any means of male persuasions or pre¬ 
rogatives. I am a conventional woman 
and believe In nothing more thaxl that 
the conventions founded by long social 
experience are not only tolerable, but 
eminently wise and beautiful. Marriage 
is woman's happiest estate, and an un¬ 
wonted independence on this subject must 
be due in the case of everv natural 
women to pride alone.”

Nor will I suggest that the title, "Six 
persons,” was not quite square In n busi¬ 
ness way because It promised six char¬ 
acters when there were only two. What 
In the use of being querulous, qven though 
Vm ngwlir* play was b.lled as a "satirical 
comedietta. It was quite as literary na 
anything he has ever written; and it was 
bused on our own autocrat of the break¬ 
fast table's epigram; "In every conversa¬ 
tion between two persons six persons are 
engaged—as each Is. p.s each thinks he 
Is and as each thinks the other thinks he 
is." 

Zangwlll writes out that idea to the 
length of twenty minutes of dialogue be¬ 
tween a Uhar>s and an Eugenia who are 
lovingly betrothed, vet mutually desirous 
of breaking the engagement because each 
has meant to marry money. Charles has 
a soliloquy In which he is "as he ls. M fob 
lowed by a talk with Eugenia In which 
he is "as he thinks h« Is," and by an¬ 
other In w'hich he Is "as he thinks she 
thinks he Is." Simultaneously Eugenia 
passes through the some mental process. 
The upshot Is a sentimental reunion. The 
writing would be pleasant reading, but 
It yields little diversion as spoken ev#»n 
by so clever a couple as Isabel Irving and 
Wilfred North. It is without movement, 
and the end In plain sight at the begin 
nlng. This Is a dialogue, not a play. and 
people don't care a rap if Israel Zang- 
will did write It—they don't want It and 
wouldn’t accept it from Shakespeare. But 
Zangwlll hasn’t changed his mind about 
the value of his play, although ho thinks 
differently as to the vaudeville stage being 
the right place to Uee it. He has taken 
"Six Persona" to a dramatic theater, 
where it is used as a preface to "The 
Climbera" before fashionable audiences 
with no better result. 


The Progressive Stage Society ha* un¬ 
dertaken to uplift, not audiences, but 
the drama. It put its Jackscrewa under 
the slage last Sunday afternoon, and gave 
e turn of the lever with "The Miner and 
the Soldier." Tola Dorian, the writer of 
this elevating piece, was as tumultuous 
es Z&ngwIU was motionless. Her play 
reddened a half-hour with gore enough 
for a three-hour melodrama. The prob. 
lent of capital and labor was discussed 
awhile in a lodge of striking Swedes and 
u member was sent out to assassinate 
their hateful boas. The agent want on 
his errand with a dark lantern In one 
hand and a long knife J n the other.

The Changes of a Season. 

This season has witnessed three Im¬ 
portant changes in the ranks of Ameri¬ 
can players. A few week* ago Joseph 
Jefferson announced his permanent re¬ 
tirement from fhe stage, and within the 
past few days Mme. .fanauschek and 
Mrs. ailbert died. The venerable com¬ 
edian of Buzzard’s Bay had delighted 
several generations with his "Rttp 5 ' and 
h!s Caleb Plummer and his Bob Acres, 
and. after amassing a fortune, decided 
to spend his declining years in rest and 
quiet. Mme. Janauschek was a queen 
of tragedy thirty years ago. and In 
•’Medea” she, like her predecessor, Ra¬ 
chel, stirred the emotions of multitudes, 
but her fortune waned and death found 
her a penniless, helpless old woman in 
the Edwin Forrest Home for Infirm Ac¬ 
tors. Mrs, Gilbert, after fifty light 
years of activity upon the stage, died 
during her first season as a star an^ 
her farewell season as an actress, an 
while play-goers the country over held 
her in affectionate esteem. 

The passing of these remarkable fig¬ 
ures emphasizes the words of Joseph 
Jefferson, spoken In the course of an 
address four or five ‘years ago. “An 
artist,** said he. “leaves to posterity his 
paintings, an author leaves his books, 
a composer bequeaths h.s scores, a

V F *we have not become happier, 
* neither have we grown more peace¬ 
ful and fratemol. The more d-ehlfes 
and needs a man has. the more occa¬ 
sion he finds for conflict with his fel¬ 
low-men; and these conflbrts are more 
bitter In proportion as their enure? are 
tes* Just. It is the law of nature to 
fight for bread, for the necessities. This 
law’ may seem brutal, but there Is an 
excuse In Its very harshness, and it Is 
generally limited to elemental cruel¬ 
ties. Quite different is the battle for 
the supeifluous—for ambition, privilege, 
i noli nation, luxury. Never has hunger 
driven man 'to such baseness as have 
envy, avarice and thlreft for pleasure. 
Egotism grows more maleficent as it 
becomes more refined. We of these 
times have seen an Increase of hostile 
feellmg among brothers, and our hearts 
are less at peace than ever." 

After this, is there any need to ask 
if we have become better? Do not the 
very sinews of virtue He In man’s ca¬ 
pacity for something outside himself? 
And what place remains for one's 
neighbor In a life given over to ma¬ 
terial cares, to artificial needs, to the 
satisfaction of ambitions, grudge and 
whims? The man who gives himself 
up entirely to the service of his appe¬ 
tites makes them grow and multiply 
so well that they become stronger than 
he: and onoe their slave, he loses his 
moral sense, loses his energy, and be¬ 
comes incapable of discerning and prac¬ 
ticing the good. He has surrendered 
himself to the inner anarchy of derlre. 
which In the end gives birth to outer 
anarchy. In the moral life we govern 
ourselves. In the Immoral life we are 
governed by our needs and passions: 
thus, little by IHtle. the bates of the 
moral life shift, and the law of Judg¬ 
ment deviate*. 

For the man enslaved to numerous 


public life becomes impossible, and the 
nation, undisciplined and unrestrained, 
goes on through license Into the Inex¬ 
tricable tangles of demagoguery.

W HEN one passes in review the in¬ 
dividual causes that disturb and 
complicate our social life, by whatever 
names they are designated, and their 
list would be long, they all lead hick 
to one general cause, which Is this:

The Compulsory Education Law. 

Club women of Louisville are Inter¬ 
esting themselves In the enforcement 
of the compulsory education law which 
•was posEdd by’ the Legislature last 
fprlng. 

This law provides that “every parent, 
guardian or other pernor. In any city 
of the first, second, third or fourth 
c4orsL within this Common wealth, hav¬ 
ing the oanbrol of any child or children 
between the ages of seven and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send such 
child or children^ annually, to some 
public or private school for children 
for the full term of surih school, and 
that If the attendance be upon a pri¬ 
vate school. It shall be one full term 
of which not leas than five months: 
provided, however, that this act shall 
not apply’ in any case where the child 
Is physically or mentally unfit to at¬ 
tend school, or has already acquired 
the common school branches required 
by law, such acquisition to be tested 
and certified In the same manner and 
at the same time as in the case of 
county graduates of the common 
school." 

In prder to secure the enforcement 
of the law it Ls required that the Board 
of Education In each city shall appoint 
one "truant officer” for each three 
thousand pupils. The duties of these 
truan<. officers are thus prescribed: 

“Truant officers shs'.l examine Intr. any 
case of truancy within the city and shall 
warn the parent, gudrd.’an or others in 
charge of the ohlld of the final conse¬ 
quences of truancy if persisted in. When 
any child between tho ages of seven and 
fourteen years la not attending school 
without lawful excuse and In violation 
of tho provwlons of this act the proper 
truant ofTWr shall notify the parent, 
guardian or other person In charge of 
the fact, and require sueh person to cause 
the oh/Id to attend* tome recognized 
ochoorl within five days from the date 
of notice, end It shall he the duty of 
•uch person so to cause its attendance at

The large 
forces required to conduct this siege 
were so many subtracted from the 
armies operating against Gen. Kuro- 
patkln farther to the north. The de¬ 
lay In taking Port Arthur was, there¬ 
fore. serious. 

The starting of the I$altio 
fleot for tihe East complicated the 
problem. At first It was confidently 
asserted that it could not arrive on the 
scene of hostilities In time to save Port 
Arthur. Subsequently this came to be 
doubted, and the doubt suggested some 
unpleasant possibilities. Given the pres¬ 
ence of the Baltic fleet In the Yellow 
Sea, Port Arthur still in Russian hands, 
and the Inability of tho Japanese to 
cope with the Russian fleet thus re¬ 
enforced, and the Japanese situation 
would be very grave. The armies in 
Manchuria, cut off from communication 
with their country, would be In a des¬ 
perate situation. It is true that sev¬ 
eral things had to be accomplished be¬ 
fore such a situation materlaJlzed, but 
all of them are at least within the 
bounds of possibility, and the outlook 
was disturbing In the event that all 
points of doubt were resolved in favor 
of the Russians. Under the circum¬ 
stances it seemed quite probable that 
orders had gone from Tokio to take 
Port Arthur at any sacrifice. The hope 
now entertained of the early fall of 
that place has helped to restore con¬ 
fidence, but other disappointments may- 
come. The fall of Port Arthur may- 
put the Russian fleet there out of bus¬ 
iness. and in that point of view is ex¬ 
tremely desirable before the arrival of 
the Baltic squadron. Upon this may 
depend Japan's continued control of the 
seas, which Is absolutely necessary to 
her ultimate success 

Meantime, the financial ability of the 
two countries to continue the war is 
discussed among financial experts. Th* 
"Eorvnomile'te Franca Is.” a high 
authority, treats as a vulgar error the 
idea Tiha.t both belligerents cannot 
finance the war for y-eors. The “Sta¬ 
tist.” of London, an even higher au¬ 
thority. is of the same opinion. Russia 
has a vast amount of gold at home, 
can obtain large loans, and can. In an 
emergency, issue inconvertible paper 
to any amount. But there Is a belief 
that Japan may speedily come to ar 
end of her resources. The Statist be 


tory If he had remojnded among 
his people to share their sufferings in¬ 
stead of fleeing to Europe with hls 
hoarded millions. There is no ordeal like 
defeat to test the virtues of a race. 


The anpouncement of a truce at Port 
ATthur for the purpose of burying the 
dead tends to confirm the report of the 
serious engagements there attending 
the capture of Meter fort by the Jap¬ 
anese.

T HIS principle may be verified In 
other domains than that of mate¬ 
rial! well-being.

ranny-. Ignorance and want—those thr.e 
dread powers so long in league.

We have seen that the unques¬ 
tionable diminution of want has made 
man neither better nor happier. Has 
this desirable result been more nearly 
attained through the great care bestow¬ 
ed upon Instruction? It does not ap¬ 
pear so, and this failure is ^he despair 
of our national educators. 

Then shall we stop the people's ears, 
suppress public Instruction, close the 
schools? By no means. But education, 
like the mass of our age’s inventions, 
ls after all only a tool; everything dv» 
pends upon the w'orkm.tn who uses it!

sary to define simplicity in Its very es¬ 
sence. For in regard to it people com¬ 
mit the same error thqt we have Just 
denounced, confounding the secondary 
with the essential, substance with form. 
They are tempted to believe that sim¬ 
plicity presents certain external char¬ 
acteristics by which It may be recog¬ 
nized. and In which It really- consists. 
Simplicity and lowly station, plain 
dress, a modest dwelling, slender 
means, poverty—these things seem to 
g<» together. Nevertheless, this Is not 
the case. Just now’ 1 passed three men 
on the street; the first In hls carriage, 
the others on foot, nnd one of them 
shoeless. The shoeless man dues not 
necessarily lead the least complex life 
of the three. It may be. Indeed, that 
he who rides In hls carriage is sincere 
and unaffected, in spite of his position, 
and Is not at all the slave of hls wealth; 
It may be also that the pedestrian In 
shoes neither envies him who rides nor 
despises him who goes unshod; and 
lastly, It Is possible that under his rags, 
hls feet in the dust, the third man has 
n hatred of simplicity, of labor, of so¬ 
briety, and dreams only of Idleness and 
pleasure. For among the least simple 
and straightforward of men must be 
reckoned professional beggars, knights 


not fortunate or personal advantage, 
but our turning them to account that 
Constitutes the value of llf<\ Fame 
adds no more than does length of days: 
quality is the thing. 

Need we say that one does not rise 
to this point of view without a strug¬ 
gle? The spirit of simplicity Is not an 
inherited gift, but the result «»f a la¬ 
borious conquest. Plain living, like 
high thinking, is simplicity. We know 
that science is the handful of ultimate 
principles gathered out of the tufted 
mass of facts; but wha-t groping* to 
discover them! Centuries of research 
are often condensed into a principle 
that a line may state. Here the moral 
life presents strong analogy w-tth the 
scientific. It. too. begins In s certain 
confusion, makes trial of itself, s-ek* 
to understand itself, and often mistakes. 
But by dint of action, and exacting 
from himself strict account of his deed*, 
man arrives at a better knowledge of 
life. Its law appears to him. and the 
law’ is this: Work ont’ your mission. 
He who applies himself :o aught else 
than th* realization of this end. lose 1 ? 
In living the raison d'etre of life. The 
egoist d op* so, the pleasure-seeker, the 
ambitious: he consumes existence as 
one eating the full corn In the blade.— 
he prevents It from bearing fruit; h a 
life is loss. Whoever, on the contrary, 
mak** hls life serve a good higher th*n 
itself, fives it in givinsr It. Mora! pre¬ 
cepts. which to a superficial view ap¬ 
pear arbitrary, and seem made to spoil 
0 JJJ* for life, have really but one 

object—to preserve us from the evil 
of having lived In vain. That is why 
they are constantly leading us back in¬ 
to the sa.m* paths; that Is why they nil 
have the same meaning: Do not waste 
your lrfe, make it bear fruit! learn how 
to give It. in order that h may not 
consume itself! H*re<in Is summed up 
the experience of humanity, and this 
experience, which each man must re¬ 
make for himself, is more precious In 
proportion as h costs more dear Il¬ 
lumined by its light, he makes n moral 
advance more and more sure. Now he 
has his means of orientation, hls Inter¬ 
nal norm to which he may lead every¬ 
thing back; and from the vacillating, 
confused, and complex being that he 
was. he becomes simple. By the cease¬ 
less influence of this same law, which 
expands within him, and Is day by day 
verified In fact, his opinions and habits 
became transformed. 

Once captivated by the beauty and 
subHinrdty of fhe true life, by what is sa- 
cred and pathetic in this strife of hu¬ 
manity for truth, justice, and brotherly 
love, his heart holds the fascination 
for It. Gradually everything subordi¬ 
nates Itself to this powerful and per¬ 
sistent charm. The neces-ary hierarchy 
of powers Is organized within him: the 
essenftlal commands, the secondary 
obeys, and order is born of simplicity. 
We may compare this organization cf 
the interior life to that of an army. 
An army is strong by its discipline, and 
Its discipline consists In respect of iha 
inferior for the superior, and the con¬ 
centration of all Its energies toward a 
single end: discipline once relaxed, the 
army suffers. It will not do to let 
the corporal command the general. Ex¬ 
amine carefully your life and the lives 
of others. Whenever something halts 
or jars, and complications and dlso d?r 
follow, it is because the corporal has 
liwrued orders to the general. Where 
the natural law rules the heart, dis¬ 
order vanishes. 

1 despair of ever describing sim¬ 
plicity in any worthy fashion. All the 
strength of the world and all Its beauty, 
all true Joy, everything that console*, 
that feeds hope, or throws a ray of light 
along our dark paths, everything th.<-t 
makes us see across our poor lives a 
splendid goal and a boundless future, 
comes to us from people of simplicity, 
those who have niAde another object 
of their desires than the passing satis¬ 
faction of selfishness and vanity, and 
have understood that the art of liv.ng 
Is to know how to give one's life.

Here we are led to formulate the 
practical ideal of man.

The human 
ideal Is to transform life into something 
more excellent than itself. We may 
compare existence to raw material.

great republic. I have endeavored. In 
tho reminiscences which 1 am prepar¬ 
ing for the press, to show the hollow¬ 
ness of that wretched, cheap antithesis, 
made first by small politicians and 
quoted since by various unthinking 
people, between Grant, the warrior, and 
Grant, the civilian. Great as he was 
In war. I have sometimes thought him 
even greater in peace, and I see In some 
of the things which his detractors con¬ 
sider faults evidences of the nobility of 
his character. I have settled into the 
firm opinion that he is one of the greet 
men. not only in our annals, but in the 
history of mankind."

Plenty of such felkwwa there 
are who have been badly started or 
in. whom the staff Is second-rate. But, 
j 'taking the ordinary, well-raised lad, 
>sun of a typioal\Anierlcan home, when 
| he reaches adolescence the call of his 
manhood sounds in Ms ears. 

I At tills perfod. If he longs to go to 
oollcgvs he should be allowed to do so. 
and. If Ms desire Is so urgent that he 
is wilUaiff 'U> work his way at least In 
part, why, eo much the 'belter. But If 
the question either before or after col¬ 
lege days be of what career or pro¬ 
fession to adopt, the boy should settle 
DC for himself.

A young man under twenity was the 
eon of a very successful merchant. HU 
father, shrewd, pushing, energetic and 
confident, hod budt up e flourishing 
business and naturally deal red his son 
to enter It and carry on wtha.t was well 
begun. To a youth with business apti¬ 
tude tt was a golden opportunity. But 
this boy did not Inherit the peculiar 
talents of his faiher. He Vas of dif¬ 
ferent fiber, molded in a different shape. 
An artl&t to hi* finger-tips, he lived ln 
a beautiful dream-world, a world, how¬ 
ever, of severe study and Jealous exac¬ 
tions. Before a canvas he would sit 
and* work, urtaonffcioua of fatigue. Buy¬ 
ing and selling were not In his 15ne^

Paris to 6tudy. The -vs de¬ 

nied. Forced Into the waSSfr j and 
tied to uncongenial toil, he mode a 
sorry figure, and in less than four years 
suddenly broke down, and after a short 
Illness died. The round peg could not 
flit into the square hole. Over the grave 
of hJs first-born, too late, the hard- 
headed parent realized that he had 
made a mistake, one of tihope Irretriev¬ 
able mistakes that E. R. Sill has brand¬ 
ed ln his poem, “The Fool's Prayer.” 
Alae! (how often obstinate fathers and 
armbiotlous mothers make blunders when 
they force boys by gentle insistence or 
toaneh ocymmand® Into places for which 
the boys are unftL

Another case was of a lad who, 
strange to say. wanted to be a farmer. 
So many farmers' sons rush away from 
the farm and hurry to the city that this 
boy was an exception to the general 
rule. He loved the soil, the smell of 
the earth turned up by the plough and 
the look of the green things growing. 
He loved the farm animals and they 
loved hrlro. But his father said, “Ned 
must go away and make a fortune. 
There Is no money in this old mountain. 
A son of mine should be glad to get out 
Into the world. I would have gone had 
I had the chance.” 

The boy went, tarried long enough 
to prove that he had no fitness for the 
eager life of tihe town, and no adapta¬ 
bility to its requirements, and worn-ou-; 
and homesick, returned to the place 


that nature meanf for him. A daughter 
of the same house went out from its 
doom, and made a financial success, 
but her brother settled down content¬ 
edly in the simple life that suited him.

Ah, friends, money Is not the only 
thing worth having, nor is the ability 
to accumulate It the only ability you 
should crave for a son. 

A quiet lad of nineteen, a young man 
of fine promise, was talking with me 
the other day. and told me frankly that 
he was dissatisfied with the work h« 
was doing in a wholesale house. 1 hap¬ 
pened to know that he was giving tha 
best and moat conscientious service he 
could, and that hi® employers found no 
fault, also that his salary had been 
raised. 

”We can’t always do the work we 
like, Hugh,” I said. 

“I know that,” he answered, “but I 
know too, thfcLt a man should not spend 
his life doing what he dislikes, if there 
is other work he could do that he would 
love. I w4nt to be a surgeon. Why 
must I put all my strength into keep¬ 
ing tally of bales of good®, and doing 
a thousand and one things that mean 
nothing? Father opposes me. but I b«» 
Ileve I've reached a place where It !g 
right for me to oppose him.” 

This boy had always been able to 
look after hurt animal®, bandage brok¬ 
en hmbs and coax poor lame dogs back 
to health. lam hopeful that he may 
be permitted to try work ln the groove 
he Is fitted for, that he may not have to 
rattle round In tlhe square hole where 
there Is a niche that will be right for 
Mm. 

I have seen, and bo have you, men tni 
the pulpit who were conspicuous fail¬ 
ures there, although they would havb 
made excellent grocers, competent en¬ 
gineers or admirable builders. Mistaken 
parental vanity, thinking itself pious 
consecration, hod encouraged these 
men to choose the ministry when It w as 

not their vocation. 

• • • 

So very wide Is the range of employ¬ 
ment and so easily may boys discover 
to w*hat their bent inclines them that 
every boy should be helped to the place 
in life w here he can do and be his best, 
"The labor w^e delight In physics pain.’* 

Especially Is It almost wicked to se¬ 
lect for a boy an occupation on the 
score that It Is gentlemanly or respect¬ 
able while some other employment is 
the reverse. Any honest labor well and 
worthily done Is respectable. No call¬ 
ing Is beneath a gentleman If rhe man 
be getdleman enough to adorn It. 

Ruslnn, who had great insight, said 
In a lecture to workingmen: "There 
must be work done by the arms, or 
none of us could live. There must be 
work done by the brains, or the life 
we get w*ould not be worth having.** 
Whichever variety of w*ork your boy 
prefers let him have the chance to mas¬ 
ter Us technique; let him do It with 
skill as well as with love. 

Be sure that most boys who have 
character and perseverance will find 
their level and show what Is in them. 
If there Is nothing tn themselves they 
w*ill never amount to much. A boy 
who successively tries and successively 
abandons a half-dozen kinds of work is 
probably n dawdler and indolent, and 
there Is little hope for him. 

In our country both rich and poor 
men work and their sons work. At 
times a boy must take the first opening. 
The son of a widow who is worn out 
with care must help his mother. A for¬ 
tunate lad may elect what he will 
do. He must do something at once; the 
first thing at once. But when all the 
circumstances favor and are propitious 
let the boy decide. Round pegs need 
round holes. The mathematical boy 
may become a mining engineer. The 
poetic boy may be a future playwright. 
The boy who longs for the sea may find 
his career ln the navy. Each boy is. 
In a sense, under sealed orders now. 
Let us prepare him to obey them when 
the books are opened. . *

Pontiff Declares There Should Be a 
Law On Subject of Polit¬ 
ical Libel. 


INTERESTING FOREIGN NEWS.

Vienna, Nov. 23,— Dr. Sirnch, edltnr- 
ln-chlef of the Gazette, kindly 

gave the Courier-Journal correspondent 
the following report of Pope Pin*’ 
word* against war, uttered by the Holy 
Father when the doctor had an au¬ 
dience with him the other day: 

"I am glad of my son. Theodore 
Roosevelt’s, call to the nations in the 
interest of peace, but what I would 
wont most is direct intervention. The 
war in the Far East Is not war, it Is 
slaughter, and my heart aches to think 
that the civilized Powers look on with 
equanimity. Instead of rising to united 
action and putting a stop to the awful 
carnage. I hope the good Lord will do 
that soon, one way or another, lie 
may lead some Emperor or King to rise 
in his wrath and demand pence? it 
may be done in a hundred different 
ways; who knows the ways of Provi¬ 
dence?” 

Talking of the duels so frequent 
among the politicians and the aristo¬ 
cratic classes, so-called, of the conti¬ 
nent, the Pope said: “It Is my firm In¬ 
tention to issue a letter to the Christian 
nations on the subject of the duello. 
This nonsense, this crime has to he 
stopped, and the church means to stop 
It among all Christians, as It has 
stopped it among Its own sons.” 

On the subject of political libel, the 
Pope spoke as follows: “There should 
be a law against political libel. If the [ 
person Insulted does not sue, the State 
should compel the utterer of the libel 
to prove his allegation. Political libel 
is becoming altogether too general, a 
perfect avalanche of vituperation is 
going forth in all countries enjoying I 
constitutional Government. In Austria 
it Is worse than in the United States; 
in the United States It is worse than 
in England, and In France It Is worse 
than in both Austria and the United | 
States. The law I am talking of should , 
punish the utterer of a political libel 
who cannot prove his allegation most 
severely.”

Berlin. Nov. 23.—While It is true that I 
the judicial authorities have been in- I 
formally advised that the Ivalser is ! 
Inclined to be more lenient with persons 
xvhn otmwnlt lese inujeste In a condition 
of drunkenness, all depends upon the 
grade of drunkenness. It seems that 
a man or woman must he stone blind 
drunk to escape being sent to Jail, so 
drunk that he is irresponsible, before 
the law. for his actions. Besides, he 
must prove previous good character, 
must crave the Emperor’s pardon pub¬ 
licly and pay a fine. 

On the other hand the law continues 
to be strictly enforced against all sober 
people, even down to little children 
There are now three children In Prus¬ 
sian Jails, who have been sentenced 
for insult to the Lord’s anointed. One 
of them is a little girl, twelve years old, 
of Polish parentage, who refused to 
Accept from the teacher a brooch with 
the Emperor’s picture, that William 
sent to the Polish students. The teach¬ 
er would not take* back the imperial 
present and little Marlska let It fall en 
the floor. Hence: Six weeks arrest for 
her—not much considering that up to 
150 years ago Russians were executed 
for propping a. coin bearing the Czar’s 
picture. 

Five months was the sentence given 
to a Polish boy, who sajd he was proud 
of a medal one of his forefathers wore 
in fighting against th^ Prussians, and 
that he would not exchange it for all 
the medals the Kaiser compelled people 
to decorate themselves with.

old. had Informed his schoolmates that 
the Kaiser, in his heart of hearts, was 
an ally of Russia, but that. If he ever 
got into a scrap with the Jap*, he 
would probably run ns fast as AlexietY. 
The official papers maintain that Adel¬ 
bert Is a thuroughl) unspeakable lad, 
who ’’sasses” his teacher, steals apples 
and pennies and is given to other hein¬ 
ous crimes.

Such Is Fremiet’s Solution of An Em- ! 

barrasslng Problem. 
pTOrrespondenoe of the Courier-Journal ] 

Parts, Nov. 23.—'Hie French Academy 
not only guarantees immortality to it/ 
members, giving them a salary and a , 
uniform, but also has their likeness 
done in marble. This roarblehtlng of 
Immortals has gone on for a hundred 
y£nrs and more, and there are now 
more marble Immortals in the academy 
than the administration knows what to* 
do with. The living Immortals have the 
right to demand a good place for iheir 
busts, and do so. hut those dead and 
departed suffer the Indignity of hav¬ 
ing their likenesses placed on stairs 
and under stairs, In the cellar below, 
and under the roof above, "any til 
place.” The unconventional disposal of 
immortals notwithstanding, fhe marble 
busts are now so numerous that the 
superintendent declares that he cannot 
place another one, even if It be that of 
Theodore Roosevelt himself, supix^sing 
of course, that Theodore Ruosevelt was 
a Frenchman. 

Member of the Academy of Fine Arts 
Fr^miet thereupon submitted a plan 
•‘by which Frenchmen could show their 
appreciation of the Immortals, while at 
♦the same time enabling the latter to 
serve a useful purpose.'* Fremiet argues 
that ther* 4 Is no better way of appre< id¬ 
ling a thing than by eating it. It would 
be Impossible to eat the marble Immor¬ 
tals. but to drink them up would b* 
easy. Marble, he says, Is carbonate, 
ami Is used to make seltzer water. 
•’About forty of the elder busts at the 
academy are worth keeping," he con¬ 
tinues. "the rest Is rubbish and should 
be ground up and turned Into seltzer 
waters.”

a. last resort he persuaded Ins father 
to part with a large sum of money, 
promising that, in cnr.«f derat ion of this 
payment, he would leave the girl, in¬ 
stead of doing so. he took her to En¬ 
gland and married her. 

Baroness von Sauerna la now acting 
as "champagne lady" In an all-night 
restaurant In Berlin. Her duties cou- 
rlsl in persuading gentlemen “to open 
wine." To the Coxirier-Journal corre¬ 
spondent she sold: "The old Baron 
has offered me 10.000 marks to allow his 
son to get a divorce, but I refused. I 
like th* name and will not part with 
the title. It suits me and helm me in 
my business.”

Unknown To Fame.

Prague, Nov 23.—Ixcd Wiliam Van 
Nees. ar.

The clerk gave liter lordship the 
permission granted, and bis lordship 
hot only tirade free ure of the Oohsul's 
itirrcFjHOTKlence, but afro #oty> *ked the 
Consul’s cigarettes. "And he was a 
heavy smoker.” Vomacka was dis¬ 
charged on the spot, and the Austrian 
courts sentenced him to three days' ar¬ 
rest for opening the doors of an apart¬ 
ment intrusted to hif care, while the 
Consul brought suit against hte lord- 
arhlp for smoking nis cigarettes.

JAPANESE BULLETS 

Are Not Necessarily Fatal, Says a 
Russian Red Cross Leader.

St. Petersburg. Nov. 23—Baron Knor- 
rlng, who led the Russian Red Cross 
hospital expedition to Manchuria, hnr 
returned. He told the Courier-Journal 
correspondent that "a few days after 
the last battles all wounded were safe¬ 
ly lodged In hospitals." 

"It makes no difference whether a 
wounded man Is a Ru«ian nr a Jap, 
the Red Cro*« cares for him,” said the

On the contrary, a very Isrge percent¬ 
age of wounded men recover. What 
our men fear are the grenades and 
shrapnels—they cause awful wounds, 
that in moot cases defy medical aid.”

THE CARNEGIE NOTES GENUINE 


New York. Dec. 3.—"There 1 b abso¬ 
lutely nothing- to prevent Mrs. Cassle L, 
Chadwick from leaving the Holland 
House with her baggage. If she sees 
fit," said Philip Carpenter, counsel for 
Mrs. Chadwick, to-night, when asked 
concerning the report that a writ of 
attachment had been served on all her 
baggage and personal belongings at the 
Holland Hfcmse to-day to satisfy a claim 
of $1,357.50. which a Fifth avenue mod¬ 
iste had against her. 

"The papers were served on the man¬ 
ager of the hotel and not on my dient 
personally, and that fact renders the 
service null and void," continued Mr. 
Carpenter. 

"As a matter of fact Mrs. Carpenter 
has no Intention of leaving New York 
for a few days, but there would be 
no toga! objection if .**he saw fit, accord¬ 
ing to my view of the law." 

Mr. Carpenter is of the opinion that 
the appointment of a receiver in Cleve¬ 
land will not complicate matters unnec¬ 
essarily. 

"It must be borne in mind." he said, 
"that there Is a great difference be¬ 
tween voluntary and Involuntary bank¬ 
ruptcy." 

Nathan Loesser. who was appointed 
receiver in Cleveland yesterday, said to¬ 
day that as It would be necessary to 
bring an action in court to gain pos¬ 
session of Mrs. Chadwick’s property, 
he would undoubtedly defer action for 
s time and that before taking further 
steps lie would confer with Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick’s counsel. The attorneys repre¬ 
senting her in New York have not as 
yet had any communication from Mr. 
Loeser. who Is In the Ohio city.

To Be Settled Out of Court. 

A nmn who Is fully conversant with 
Mrs, Chadwick’s affa'ds said to-night 
that by the time the bankruptcy mat¬ 
te rcame to the attention of the court, 
the claims of Mrs. Chadwick would be 
fettled, rendering further action by the 
courts unnecessary. He said thAt the 
turn or a flairs In Cleveland would not 
effort the settlement of the claim of 
Herbert D. Newton. Brookline, Maas, 
whose suit against Mrs. Chadwick was 
the first filed. 

The Informant of the Associated Press 
an id that this claim had been adjust¬ 
ed to the satisfaction of both sides and 
that the formal money transfer would 
be made in a few' dhys. 

Lawyer George Ryan. Mr. Newton’s 
New York counsel, said that the ap¬ 
pearance of Mr. Carver, Mr. Newton’8 
Boston counsel, here to-day was quite 
without significance. 

Mr. Carver said to-night that he 
would remain in New York until Mon¬ 
day, and added that he was satisfied 
with the manner in which the affairs 
of his client were progressing.

The ho¬ 
tel management is quite unaware of 
the alleged presence of detectives, and 
It has been impossible to confirm the 
story. 

An Interesting feature of the case 
to-day was the optimistic view taken 
by the Chadwick counsel. Philip Car¬ 
penter stated emphatically that his 
client Is a very wealthy woman and 
amply able to meet every just claim 
against her. Judge Albaugh. of Can¬ 
ton. who Is guarding the Chadwick in¬ 
terests in Ohio, expressed confidence in 
the belief that she would "come out all 
right In the end."

•Mudh of the political agitation which 
disturbed the tranquillity of the coun¬ 
try was due to the belief of the Finns 
since the potlcy of the RussificatIon of 
Finland became active that the Diet 
would not be reconvened this year. The 
late Gov. Gen. Bobrlkoff’s opposition 
to It.® convocation was the cause of his 
intense unpopularity, and It Is not too 
much to say that the country expe¬ 
rienced a sense of relief w’hen Sdhau- 
mann'a bullet ended the Governor’s ex¬ 
istence. 

With the advent of Gov.-elect Prince 
Obolensky and tihe Emperor’s action In 
not only convoking the Diet for De¬ 
cember 6, but in fixing the date of its 
reassembling three years hence.

There have l)«*u ohan/go*' In 
the playing rules, found necessary when 
the pttcher was allowed privileges that 
made his predominance too dominant, 
such as when he was allowed to throw 
the boll Instead of pltvh it That was too 
radical a departure, and consequently the 
pitching distances were Increased or 
shortened as the case may have demand¬ 
ed the number of balls lessened, and the 
high and I vw ball made obsolete, but no 
changes Were made simply for the ac¬ 
commodation of a new freak bo.ll by sonu; 
pitcher. 

Changes have been made to increase 
batting when the pitchers had all the best 
of :t in the wav of their motions In de¬ 
livering the ball.

System Worked Well. 

"Tom objected to any change, but It 
was finally agreed that 1 ought to adopt 
my styi* to Jeffries’ Increased speed.

"For the first round and one-half our 
system worked beautifully. I managed 
to slip every blow Jeff sent In, und tho 
accounts of the bout show that I had 
the better of the boxing at that time. I 
managed to si hie out of the way of J**fi * 
blows, and thought that everything wits 
going nicely. For the opening half of tho 
second round 1 had no trouble at all. 

"Then Jeffries, snjddely switching his 
Style, sent In a straight punch and hook 
Instead of his usual short and choppy 
swings.

The Jockey Club stewards will be called 
on to announce where they stand regard¬ 
ing dates for racing nt three new tracks 
—Hot Springs, New Or.oans and Union 
track, at St. Louis. 

That the St. Louis "outlaws" put under 
ban all last season are not going to re¬ 
main passive under the persecution of 
tho "racing trust" In that city is evi¬ 
dent from a long typewritten communi¬ 
cation sent from the Mound City net¬ 
ting forth the fact Jfiat It ran a long 
meeting last season, in npito of not re¬ 
ceiving the official sanction of the West¬ 
ern Jockey Club, and that It would be an 
applicant for dates at th© coming meeting 
of the stewards. 

St. LmiU "outlaws" say thnt at the be¬ 
ginning of the Jockey Club's career it 
was fought tooth and nail by the Deimsr 
and the Fair Ground tracks at St. Louis, 
yet when the Jockey Club got well under 
way It elected these trucks to member¬ 
ship, and tho Dolma r and Fair Grounds 
organisations have been loyal and power¬ 
ful members ever since.

A* a result of bullish foreign new© the wheat 
market epened firm, with May up %<0%c at 
<l lO %fri 11. Among the factors that created 
©trenglh abrceul were Indication* of a decrease 
In world’* dhtpment*. Franc# wo© asserted to 
bo on an Importing basis, and waa reported n.^ 
having recently l>een a buyer of !tv!4an and 
Aualrallan cargo#*. A more Important Influ¬ 
ence wa© a statement that all offvn of Argen¬ 
tine wheat for January and February shipment 
hod been withdrawn. For th© moment, how¬ 
ever. the domestic situation appeared rather 
Ie«s bullish, ©now having fallen in ©<-»mv are- 
tlon© of the winter wheat country. Rocelpt© in 
the Northwest also were somewhat larger than 
last week. In consequence many traders were 
Incllntd to Ignore foreign condition© and were 
quite liberal seller© early. The result wa* a 
reaction In i»rlcos. May declining to $1.10%. 
But the weakness wo© only temporary, a rally 
quickly occurring a© ©non a* selling pressure 
©ubeided. The predominating tone of advlc&s 
from th© South west today was decidedly in 
favor of the bull©. Tit# anxiety regarding the 
winter wheat crop wn* Increased by the Ohio 
report, which made the condition of growing 
wh*at tn that 5ta<to 75, a lor* of 12 point* 
within a month. TTiU showing wa© quito 
enough to create considerable apprehension re¬ 
garding the general effect of the prevailing dry 
weather. Through the lo*t half of th« newton 
sentiment In the pk was bullish and prices 
gradually advnncod, Th© market cloned practl- 
eslly at the highest point of the day. After 
touching $1.10% May clceed at $l.!0%f1.ift% 
Clearance* of wheat and flour were 4qiail to 
109,100 bushels. Primary reoelpji were 9U3.0O0 
bushel©, compared with UTrj.OUO a year ago. 
Mlnneapoll©. Duluth and Chicago reported re- 
ccipt© of 781 cara. against 730 last week and 
G76 a year ago.

Delivery Chute. 

Many of the numerous inventions pat¬ 
ented contain novelties more th oret n 
than practical, and for <thls reason nev¬ 
er get on the market. The Ideas are 
generally good, but when it come? to 
putting them in use it Is oft*n inrpo s - 
ble to do so. A delivery chute, which 
Is exceedingly novel In its features. Is 
shown <in the illustration, and it Is a 
device that could readily be used for a 
great many purposes. It Is a common 
sight to see several men delivering bar¬ 
rels and storing them In the ce.lar of 
a hit!Ming, the usual method b-*ing to 
allow the barrel to gradually slip down 
a pair of ropes. Of course, the barrel 
could not be allowed to roll down t ^e 
steps or chute, for the velocity aMaLod 
would be sure to cause damage or pos¬ 
sible Injury to anybody that happensd 
to be in the way. This seems to be a 
cumbersome method In comparison to 
the one shown here. This Inclin-d chute 
Is constructed similar to ordinary 
chutes, with sdde extensions to* guide 
the course of the barrel or package.

Removal of Naphthalene From Illu¬ 
minating Gas. 

For many years attempts have been 
made to remove the naphthalene from 
illuminating gas In this country, but 
each time with only partial success or 
with complete failure. Air. Alfred Col¬ 
son, the manager of the Leicester (En¬ 
gland) gas works, seems to have at 
lust Succeeded in washing the gas with 
an Intermediate coal-tar oil. The use 
of this oil for washing gas has given 
entirely satisfactory results, complaints 
of naphthalene stoppage having prac¬ 
tically ceased. Previously. It* was not 
uncommon for the gas department to 
receive from 100 to 600 complaints per 
day. Besides this relief to the gifs 
management. It is believed that the 
profits of the undertaking will be in¬ 
creased by at least $25,000 per annum.
